PART II. — CIVIL STATISTICS. 



The Tables in this part include Statistics relating to the Civil Jurisdiction of all 
Courts in Ireland. 



The Courts and Offices are divided into those which relate to the Central Adminis- 
tration of Justice, and those connected with the Local Administration of Justice, 
the latter being classified into larger and smaller District Administration of J ustice, 
according to the nature and extent of the Special Jurisdiction. 



I— CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The Central Administration of Justice includes the High Court of Justice, con- 
sisting of two divisions — Chancery and Queen’s Bench — and the Court of the 
Land Commission. Under the head of the Queen’s Bench are now included the 
former Queen’s Bench, Exchequer, Common Pleas, and Probate and Matrimonial 
Divisions, the High Court of Admiralty, and the Court of Bankruptcy. 



The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, 
Ireland j Court for Cases Reserved for Judges of the Queen’s Bench Division ; 
the Privy Council in Ireland ; Her Majesty in Council ; and the House of Lords ; 
have been grouped along with the other Central Jurisdictions, as they are closely 
connected with them. The proceedings in the Court for Crown Cases Reserved are 
dealt with in Part I., Criminal Statistics.

The amount of property passed in accounts rose from £704,124 in 1898 to £728,131, 
being an increase of £24,007, following a decrease of £158,267 in IS98 as 
compared with 1897. 

In the Lord Chancellor’s, the Master of the Rolls’, and the Vice-Chancellor’s Chambers Minor mat- 
there were at the end of the year 744 Wards of Court. The new Minor or Infancy 
Matters in the year were 24, relating to 52 Wards, as compared with 22 new Matters 
and 55 new Wards in 1898. 

The number of actions by writ of summons was 600, being 207 under the number Clerk of 
(807) ill 1898, but 83 over that for 1897. The proportion of lower scale to higher scale ^5“w r ' ils . 
was as 28 to 72 per cent. The originating summonses (446) are 6 more than the Title 4 
summonses filed in 1898. In the Notice Department there were 11,398 original 
documents, beiDg 1,326 under the number in 1898, but 794 over that for 1897 ; and 
42,517 copies, being 5,010 under the number in 1898, but 4,663 over that for 1897. 

The Lord Chancellor made 27 orders on Petitions as to Commissioners for Lorn Chan- 
administering oaths for the High Court of Justice. There were 4 orders on Petitions snZLy.

as to Notaries. The orders as to other Petitions, including Minor Matters, were 23. 
The warrants for Magistrates were 184, as compared with 151 in 1898, 177 in 1897, 
and 238 in 1896. There were no warrants as to Coroners. 

The return of the Secretary at the Rolls included in Table 5 gives the particulars 
of the petitions set down for hearing before the Master of the Rolls. 

The number of proceedings in the Crown and Hanaper Office was 2,662, being 233 
over the number during the year 1898. 



Land Judge. 

Under the Land Judge the gross annual value of Estates sold in the year ended 
31st October, 1899, was £29,628, and the amount of purchase-money of such Estates 
was £169,610 Cash, and £328,938 Land Stock. These sums are the proceeds of 
the sale of Estates of various classes, that is to say : — Estates which the owner in the 
matter held in fee-simple or in which he had only a life estate, or other terminable 
interest, the purchase-moneys in such cases only representing the value of the owner’s 
interest. A large proportion of the Estates were, however, sold to the occupying 
tenants, and in these eases the purchase-moneys include not only the value of the 
owner’s interest in the estate, but the value of the superior interests which, under the 
Land Purchase Acts, it is necessary to redeem so as to vest the fee-simple in the tenants. 

The number of Matters in reference to which proceedings were pending before the 
Land Judge at the close of the year ended 31st October, 1899, was 2,818, as compared 
with 2,839 in 1898. 

The number of petitions filed in the year ended 31st October, 1899, was 64, being 
5 under the number in the preceding year, and 8 under that for 1897, only 4 being 
by owners. The number of affidavits filed, 3,107, is 479 over that for 1898, and 348 
over the number for 1897. 

The number of abstracts of title lodged was 67, and the number of deeds and other 
documents lodged 3,141 ; in L898 the respective corresponding numbers were 52 and 
2,896. 

Queen's Bench Division. 

The proceedings at the Plea side of the Queen’s Bench Division are arranged in a 
single table, although the figures have been supplied by three officers — the Clerk of 
Writs, the Master, and the Registrar. 

Writs of summons, which after having risen from 16,754 in 1896 to 20,166 in 1897, 
fell to 19,966 in 1898, further declined to 17,867 last year. The number of cases which 
actually came to trial by jury in Dublin in 1899 was 261, being 54 under the number 
in 1898, but 23 over that for 1897; the amount of money recovered at these trials, 
which had fallen from £15,089 in 1897 to £14,410 in the following year, rose to 
£26,481 in 1899. In this connection it may be observed that the amount and impor- 
tance of Judicial business in Ireland, where there is so much litigation respecting title 
to land and to easements, cannot be at all adequately estimated from the mere amounts 
either claimed or recovered by suitors. 

Of the other business of the Division on the Plea side, there were 17,411 affidavits, 
a decrease of 1,913, as compared with the number in 1898, which was 1,015 over that 
for 1397.

It appears from this table that the number of applications to remit cases to the County 
Courts was 407, showing an increase of 11 as compared with the year 1S98, the number 
for which year was IS under that for 1897. Of the 363 applications granted, 152 
were in cases of contract and 211 in cases of tort.

The figures in the above table show on the whole, a decrease of business in the 
office in 1899, as compared with 1898, in which year the volume of business was less 
than in 1897. The number of Judgments of the Irish Superior Courts registered was 
2,790, being 111 under the number for the year 1898, but 61 over that for 1897. 



Since the latter part of 1888 the compulsory registration of Recognizances, as a 
charge against Real Estate has been dispensed with, unless specially ordered. 

Two only of the Irish Judgments registered in 1899 were obtained before 15th July, 
1850 (which judgments alone affect land without being registered in the Deeds Office 
as a Judgment Mortgage) : all of the 129 Judgments re-registered were obtained 
before that date. 
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On comparing the number of judgments registered with the number of executions ^ e ^ tr - a f ra , 
issued on Judgments in the Queen’s Bench Division, it appears that 5,756 judgment tionof ** 
executions are returned in the proceedings in Master’s Office as entered up, and that Justice. 
2,790 judgments were registered in the Registry of Judgments Office. 

Table 22 contains a return of proceedings in the Local Registration of Title (Ireland) local 
Office, under 54 and 55 Vic., cap. 66, for the year 1899. During the year there were ^Tkle 
420—395 compulsory, and 25 voluntary— applications for first registration and 5,306 
eases were lodged by the Irish Land Commission. 

Bills of Sale are registered by the Master of the Queen’s Bench Division, and Bills of Sale, 
included in his return of business at the Plea side. They are grouped here with lable 10 ‘ 
the business in other offices of registration. The number of bills of sale was 256, as 
compared with 280 in 1898, and 278 in 1897. 

The number of deeds registered in the Registry of Deeds Office in the year was 28,290, Registry of 
as compared with 27,085 in 1898, and 24,817 in 1897. Judgment Mortgage Affidavits ^ 1^23 
are included therein: their number in 1899 was 585, as compared with 744 in 1898, 
and 627 in 1897. The searches made by the public were 5,954 ; those lodged for official 
search were 3,901, of which 1,976 were negative searches, and 1,925 common searches. 

The abstract book, entered up to 15th December in 189S, was, on the 31st of December, 

1899, entered up to 1st December. In 1S98 the Lands Index was entered to 21st of 
November, and in 1899 it was entered to 5th September. The Transcription of 
Memorials was completed to 18th August in 1898, and to Stlx September in 1899. 

The negative searches lodged but not made were 15 in 1898, and IS in 1S99, and the 
common searches lodged but not made numbered 15 in the former and 28 in the latter 
year. 

The negative searches made and ready for delivery but not taken out amounted to 
565, and the common searches to 62. 



Taxation of Costs. 

The Costs taxed in the Consolidated Taxing Office, and certified, amounted Taxation of 
to £261,806. The corresponding amount for 1898 was £284,820, which shows a Table 24- 
decrease of £23,014 for 1899, following an increase of £8,493 in 1898 as compared with 
1897. 



Administration of Property. 

The number of new receivers appointed by the Land Judge (or other Judge of the High Receivers 
Court, but accounting to the Land Judge), was 40, as compared with 45 in 1898, 54 in jjJ" Und 
1897, 52 in 1896, 68 in 1895, 63 in 1894, 96 in 1893, 71 in 1892, 90 in 1891, 150 in Table 25. 
1890, 156 in 1889, 154 in 1888, and 102 in 1887. The total number under the Land 
Judge at the end of the year was 1,057 as compared with 1,095 at the end of 1898, and 
1,179 at the end of 1897. 

The year's rental under the Court of the receivers and guardians who passed accounts, 
which are filed in the Consolidated Becord and Writ Office, is £36S,465, ot which 
£113,675 was in minor matters, and £254,790 in other actions and suits. 
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There were 81 6 lettings, of which 199 were for 7 years, pending the cause, and 617 
were for shorter periods. All of the lettings were by proposal without biddings.

From the above it appears that there was an increase of 91 in probates and letters 
of administration in 1899 as compared with 1898, the number for which year was 64 
over that for 1897. 



The taxation of costs is now included in the returns of the Consolidated Taxing Office. 

Returns (see Table 29a and b), received from the Comptroller of Stamp Duties show the 
Affidavit Duty for Grants of Probate and Administration and the Estate Duty (Finance 
Act, 1894) received ; the amount under the former heading in 1899 was £8,902, and 
under the latter, £453,619 ; the estimated capital on which Estate Duty was paid 
being £11,177,160.

There was one Talj,e 28, 
petition under the Legitimacy Declaration Act. 



Queen’s Bench Division — Admiralty. 

The causes instituted in the Queen’s Bench Division (Admiralty) in the year 1899 Admiralty, 
were 13, being equal to the number for the preceding year, and 3 under that for an< i 31. 
1897. There were 3 causes pending at end of 1898, making 16 in all to be disposed of. 

The motions and summonses heard were 38, final judgments and decrees 6, and 
instruments, &c., sealed in the Registry, and filed 52. In the preceding year the 
motions and summonses heard numbered 45, the final judgments and decrees 9, and the 
instruments, &c., prepared in the Registry 29.

Appellate Jurisdiction. 

The Proceedings in the Supreme Courts of Appeal, during the year 1899, with the ex- 
ception of those in the Court for Crown Cases Reserved, are shown in Tables 39 - 43 . 

During the year 25 appeals from final judgments from Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice were heard and judgment delivered by Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal in Ireland, 
12 of -which appeals were from the Chancery, and 13 from the Queen’s Bench Division. 
There were 59 appeals from interlocutory orders from Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice heard, and judgment delivered, including ex parte Appeals, viz. : — 14 from the 
Chancery and 45 from the Queen’s Bench Division. Thirty appeals from other Judges 
or Courts were heard, one of which was from one of the local Bankruptcy Courts, 16 
were Registry of Voters Appeals, 4 were Workmen’s Compensation Act Appeals, and 
9 were appeals from the Irish Land Commission. There were also 30 original motions 
.heard. The Judgments delivered were 117. In 74 of these the Judgment below was 
■affirmed ; in 39 it was reversed ; and in 4 varied. The Court sat on 123 days. 

There were 2 applications to the Privy Council in Ireland for confirmation of 
provisional Orders made in pursuance of the “ Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 
1896,” and there were 2 such cases remaining from 1898 ; in 1 case the Order was 
confirmed, and in 3 cases the Orders were disallowed or varied. Thei-e were also before 
the Council 5 applications under the “ Tramways and Light Railways (Ireland) Acts 
i860 to 1896”; 3 petitions under the Fisheries (Ireland) Acts; and 1 petition under 
the Fairs (Ireland) Act, 1868. 

There were no appeals from Ireland to Her Majesty in Council. 

Seven applications from Ireland were presented to the House of Lords in the year 
1899. Two judgments were delivered during the year : in both cases the decision 
below was reversed, Two causes were withdrawn or dismissed, and at the close of the 
year there were 3 effective causes remaining for hearing. 

Two cases of the nature of those reserved for the Judges of Queen’s Bench Division, 
as to Presentment and other cases not within the 11 & 12 Vic., cap. 78, were before 
the Judges in 1899. (See Table 40, page 59).

Compared with the number in the year 1898, there was a decrease ot 121 in the wills 
proved and letters of administration granted in 1899, at the District Registries, of 
which there are eleven, This decrease follows an increase of 436 in 1898, as compared 
with 1897, and an increase of 411 in 1897, as compared with 1896. The aggregate 
number at both Central and District Registries (8,938) is 30 under the number in 
1898, but 1,432 or 191 per cent,, in excess of the number for 1893, after which year, 
until 1899, the number for each year was above that for the preceding one. 

The 33rd section of “The Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1881, affords local 
facilities for obtaining grants of probate or letters of administration, where the gross 
value of the personal estate of the deceased does not exceed £300, and by section 16 of 
“The Finance Act, 1894,” the limit has been extended to £500. In 1899 there were 
in Ireland 99 towns where officers of Inland Revenue were authorized to deal with 
applications under the provisions referred to.

The causes entered for trial on circuit in 1899 numbered 178, being 15 over 
that for the preceding year. The amount recovered, which had fallen from £5,247 in 
1897 to £3,952 in the following year, rose to £5,762 in 1899. 

The number of Appeals from County Court Judges and Recorders entered in the 
year 1899 was 3,070, being 195 under the number in the preceding year, and 134 under 
that for 1897. 
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There weie, in 1899, 7 objections to Presentments heard by Judges, and 5 special 
directions given. 

The number of railway traverses under the Railway Acts is 13, being 16 under the 
number for the preceding year, but 3 over that for 1897. There were no tramway 
traverses under Tramway Acts in any of the six years, 1894-9. The traverses other 
than railway and tramway traverses, which had fallen from 141 in 1896 to 64 in 1897, 
and to 55 in 1898, further declined to 36 last year — .£11,516 was claimed in the cases 
where verdicts were given, and £6,649 found by verdict. 

The number of memorials from persons fined for non-attendance as Jurors was 2u, or 
7 less than in the preceding year. The fines appealed from in cases heard were £106 
in 1898 and £38 last year. The fines in cases heard were reduced to £20 in 1898, 
and altogether remitted in 1899. 

County Courts. 

Returns have been obtained from all but 2 of the Process Servers (787) appointed 
under statute by the County Court Judges and Recorders, and whose salary is annually 
voted by Parliament. 

The number of Civil Bill ejectments served by these officers is 12,501 as compared with 
13,357 in 1898, 13,551 in 1897, 14,823 in 1896. 15,165 in 1895, 15,744 in 1894, 18,048 
in 1893, 17,946 in 1892. 18,007 in 1891, 17,090 in 1890, and 18,008 in 1889. These 
figures show that there has been a gradual decline in the number of these ejectments 
in each year since 1893, and that the number for 1899 is very much below the average 
annual number for the ten years 1889-98. The number of replevins in 1.S99 was 65°5 
as compared with 603 in 1898, 607 in 1897, 609 in 1896, 459 in 1S95, 464 in 1894 
459 in 1893, 546 in 1892, 286 in 1891, 280 in 1890, and 298 in 1889; and the number 
of other civil bills, 163,242, as compared with 184,134 in 1898, 183,189 in 1897 
180,502 in 1896, 179,154 in 1895, 184,015 in 1894, 192,427 in 1893, 188,072 in 1892* 
172,290 in 1891, 156,794 in 1890, and 167,730 in 1889. 

The statistics of proceedings (other than at Equity or Land Sessions, or under Local 
Admiralty Jurisdiction Act, or the Local Bankruptcy (Ireland) Act, 1888), in the 
Courts of County Court Judges and Courts of Recorders, whether ejectments, causes 
remitted from the Superior Courts, or other suits, have been collected into one Table. 

The number of ejectments entered in 1899 was 10,060, as compared with 10,620 in 
the preceding year, 10,439 in 1897, 10,561 in 1S96, 10,662 in 1895, 12,074 in 1894, and 
13,628 in 1893.

In cases remitted from the Superior Courts which were entered below there was a 
decrease of 26 — from 374 in 1898 to 348 in 1899; the number in 1898 was 21 over 
that in 1897. In other suits there was a decrease of 5,864 — from 93,788 in 
1898 to 87,924 in 1899, following an increase of 6,803 between 1897 and 1898 and 
an increase of 2,297 between 1896 and 1897. There were only 60 cases disposed 
of by a jury. 

The amount decreed in the County Courts in 1899 was £175,435 in ejectment 
cases, and £289,986 in other suits, making £465,421.* Compared with 1898. the 
amount decreed in ejectment cases shows a decrease of £30,798, following an increase 
of £10,480 in 1898, as compared with 1897, the amount for which year was £18,600 under

amount for the preceding year, £10,193 less than the amount in 1897, and £1,402 
under that for 1896. The amount of costs adjudged to plaintiffs was £57,6l»2, being 
£17,221 under the amount in 1898, but £5,673 over that for 1897. Of the costs 
adjudged last year, £12,590 was in ejectment cases, and £45,012 in other suits. 

The Equitable Jurisdiction cases for 1899 (exclusive of Lunacy Proceedings), were 77& 
as compared with 795 cases for 1898. 

In County Court Lunacy Cases, under the jurisdiction conferred by the Lunacy Act 
of 1880, there were 61 orders made.

The County Court Ejectment suits entered and lodged, which after having fallen 
gradually from 13,628 in 1893, to 10,439 in 1897, rose to 10,620 in 1898, fell last 
year to 10,060, being 3,568, or 26 per cent., under the number for 1893. 

The executions of County Court ejectments show a decline of 323 — from 2,010 to 
1,687— as compared with the number in 1898, and are 33 less than in 1897, 225 under 
the number for 1896, 273 under the number in the year 1895, 483 less than in the year 
1894, and 637, or 27 per cent, under the number in 1893. 

The total number of Eviction Notices filed during the year 1899, under Section 7 of 
the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1S87, was 4,481, being 190 more than in the preceding 
year, and 536 over the number for 1897 ; but 292 less than in 1896, 442 under the 
number for 1895 ; 992 under the number for 1894 ; and 2,075, or 32 per cent., under 
that for 1893. Of the 4,481 notices in 1899, 82 were filed in the High Court of 
Justice, and 4,399 in County Courts. 

The number of Civil Bill decrees and dismisses returned as executed during the year 
1899 is 22,742, of which 16,948 were executed by Sheriffs, and 5,794 by Special Bailiffs. 
In 1898 the number was 26,619 ; in 1897 it was 21,967; in 1896 it was 20,976; in 
1895 it was 19,522; in 1894, 20,998; and in 1893, 24,368. 

The warrants to Special Bailiffs under Act 23 & 24 Vic., c. 154 (summary recovery 
of possession of tenements), were 998 in 1898, and 798 in 1899. The warrants to 
Special Bailiffs under 14 & 15 Vic., cap. 92, s. 15 (summary recovery of possession 
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of tenements overheld in towns), 15,787, show a decrease of 1,063 as compared with 
the number in 1898, which was 1,230 over that for the year 1897.

It appears from this table that there were only 1 1 cases for disposal in the year 
1899, but the number, though small, is 2 in excess of that for the preceding year. 



There have been no applications for confirmation of leases since the year 1882. 

The decrees in 1899 were 4, and the dismisses 5 ; in 1898 there were 5 decrees 
and 2 dismisses.
